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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 7/2/08, with respect to all of the claim 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. All rejections of the claims 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-27, 29-32, 35 and 41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record and relied upon does not teach or fairly suggest flow field plates for an 
electrochemical cell, wherein two crests of a pair of lands of one flow field plate overlap 
with one crest of a land of the other flow field plate and at a different location only one 
crest of the one land of the pair of lands on the one flow field plate overlaps with one 
crest of a land of the other flow field plate as illustrated in figure 6 of the instant 
invention. There is also no suggestion within the prior art to motivate a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to make the instantly claimed invention.
